CHICAGO — Plans lor enlarging 


the Milk Producers 
Cooperative 


Marketing Co. of Chicago, includ- 
ing a new contract and a number 
of changes in the company's oper- 
ation, were presented today at a 
meeting ol milk producers of 27 
counties in Illinois, 
Indiana 
and 


Wisconsin. 
The new contract, effective Sept. 


1, if S,000 milk producers sign, will 
pool receipts from milk and other 
dairy 
products in four separate 


funds, fluid milk, condensed milk, 
cheese and butter. The net average 
price received in a given month for 
the products of each division will 
constitute the basic pooled price of 
that division. 
The first payment 


will be made betweep the 21st and 
the 30th of the 
following month 


will be the basic pooled price in the 
lowest price division. Other pay- 
mfnts will be made later, each pro- 
ducer to receive two thirds of the 
amount by which the basic pooled 
price in his division 
exceeds the 


lowest division's pooled price. The 
other third goes to a general fund 
to be distributed pro-rata 
to all 


producers. 


The Plan was worked out by a 


committee of _9 appointed by 
the 


American Farm Bureau federation. 
The present company now handles 
10 per cent of the milk produced in 
the Chicago district and owns milk 
plants valued at $700,000. A cam- 
paign for signatures to the new 
contract will be begun immediately.

•University' of Michigan, was the 
judge~at''Evanston. .' 


The .Minnesota-team; composed of 


Joseph Schneider,-Leroy E. Matson, 
arid Gerhard JKN Sonhesyn, closer, 
based its argument on the conten- 
tion that the Kansas Industrial court 
cannot give justice to capital and 
labor, and that the court cannot en- 
force the decisions-.it makes. They 
laid special stress in maintaining 
that the body is more of a commis- 
sion that is politically controlled 
than a court of justice, • 


One of their most telling argu- 


ments was that a'court that is con- 
structed 
to meet the industrial 


strife between labor and capital in 
an agricultural slate like Kansas, 
where only 7% of the population is 
industrial, cannot cope with the 
conditions in a state like New York 
or Massachnstets 'where 70% of 
the population is industrial.

diance with the president of the United States.. 
If they had been able, I presume, to have paid 
'$25,000 for 'a lawyer, they would have had a 
hearing; but, having nothing but the hope of 
mercy in their little hearts and nothing to 
clothe them but their tattered rags, they were 
denied a hearing.

HAT ONE of the functions of the 
modern college or university is to 


stimulate a conception of public service 
and to equip men and women to meet 
the economic, social and industrial prob- 
lems of life is the contention voiced in 
The New Student, the official organ of 
the National Student Forum. The New 
Student says: 


It is interesting to those who are in sympa- 


thy with the objects of the National Student 
Forum to note the fear it inspires in the minds 
of those who consider its program alarming and 
"radical." To be branded "socialists" and "rad- 
icals" seems to be the fate of those who seek 
to found their opinion upon fact, and to reach 
their conclusions after an impartial examina- 
tion of all the evidence.

We realize that the need to- 
day is for better people in politics: people who 
not only have a conception of true public serv- 
ice, but who are properly educated to deal with 
the questions with which government is be- 
cominc: increasingly concerned: economic, social, 
and industrial problems.
